Lack Of Support Drains 


Entertainment Budget 

Maybe it’s the System. Or part of it. Nationally-known en- 
ertainers who fill audiences on other campuses are disregard* 
ed here. 

SHOW BIZ ELITES don’t impress this campus. Possibly be¬ 
cause most students here haven’t even heard of them. Efforts 
to provide entertainment here are box office disasters. 

Consider the till of the Student Government which sponsors 
almost all the troupes which trek here, usually unknowingly no 
doubt. This academic year is Somewhat of a flashback of the 
cash register rolls of many years past. 

LAST QUARTER the Town Criers came to the Field House on 
September 25 for $1,000. The show sold 586 tickets at 1 per per¬ 
son. With the added expenses that always must be incorporated 
into such ventures, the total loss came to $526.26. 

On October 3 the Preservation Hall Jazz Band was contract¬ 
ed at $2,000. Five hundred and fifteen tickets were sold. This 
loss amounted to $1,405.22. 

THE FOUR SEASONS, contracted at $7,500, performed on 
October 7. A total of 3,489 tickets were sold. For the first 
time this year a profit was made at $3,158. 

Things looked better for a while, and even Homecoming 
Dances with the Bar-Kays and the Short-Kuts made a net profit 
of $345.84. 

Antics of the Harlem Globetrotters netted several baskets 


and $750 profit. 


THE TREND broke when the Classics IV and the Tams Revue 
arrived on November 25. Total cost for the groups was $4,750, 
Although 3,086 tickets were sold, the loss was still outrageous 
at $2,092.03. 

Fall quarter, with a 3-2 losing record in the entertainment 
field, total losses amounted to $4,023.51 and profits netted 
$3,503.84. Bookkeeping revealed $519.67 in losses. 

WINTER QUARTER, 1970, a new year. Time for changes 
and improvements. Well, undoubtedly no one let students in on 
the prophecy. 

On January 9, the Josh White, Jr. concert was a repeat 
performance In more ways than one. White signed a contract 
for $1500, but only 212 people bought tickets. 

The entertainment committee works dilligently to provide 
students with crowd drawing performers. After hearing the 
facts the only logical conclusion is that many of the students 
don’t really care. Gripes are unfoundea. 

AFTER ALL, why should leading entertainers come here if 
students refuse to support them? The Classics IV and Josh 
White Jr. have made it on other campuses. What makes this 
campus reject them? 

Better billings, more posters, earlier forecasts of concerts 
are essential, of course. 

BU T THE REAL loss is the student. 

Profit follows participation. Without it the result is nil. 

HOPEFULLY, STUDENTS realize the situation and will sup¬ 
port the other concerts this quarter. 

Remember Stevie Wonder is booked for February 3. Ray 
Charles and Gary Puckett and the Union Gap are also on the 
agenda.

SUCH IS THE premls for MIDNIGHT COWBOY (X)-a night¬ 
mare roller coaster of a film starring Dustin Hoffman and 


John VoighL 

Hoffman portrays Ratzo 
Rizzo, a New York derelict 
slowly dying of a bronchial 
disease and a general order 
of things which says he must 
die. John Volght, In his first 
screen appearance, gives a 
blockbuster portrayal of Joe 
Buck—a Texas boy slowly con¬ 
sumed by loneliness. 

MIDNIGHT COWBOY follows 
Buck in his odyssey through 
New York. We see him begin 
with high hopes of becoming 
rich by ‘‘Servicing” wealthy 
ladles, and ending by selling 
his blood for a few dollars. 
Buck is a loner, helplessly 
lost In fantasies concerning 
heroes of the sliver screen. 
A scared little man whose life 
Is a routine of boredom and 
degradation, he heads for the 
big city and waits for fantasy 
to become reality. 

Ratzo Rizzo meets Buck soon 
after the big, gangly Texan 
steps off the bus. From that 
moment on, Joe sinks through 
deprevation after deprevation. 
Through brutal flashbacks we 
see bits and pieces of his past 


life—a life bloated with fear 
and hatred. And now, inter¬ 
spersed with scenes in New 
York, we see a man desper¬ 
ately trying to climb out of 
a dung heap, only to fall further 
in. 

HOFFMAN PUTS TO rest 
forever his role In THE GRAD¬ 
UATE. His portrayal erf Rizzo, 
a wheezing, crippled bum, is 
heartbreaking. A man given up 
by life, Rizzo makes out as 
best he can. Living In a con¬ 
demned tenement, stealing fruit 
and vegetables, pedaling Joe 
Buck, Rizzo is a man being 
murdered by an uncaring city. 

Volght, as Buck, leaves a 
gut-deep sadness. He is a man 
whose dreams were so big, a 
man who would never see them 
fu If Hied. 

THE MOVIE IS unpleasant. 
In some places, It is repelling. 
But it makes a point—loneliness 
can eat a man’s insides up as 
easily as any cancer. It is a 
disease which leaves a man 
alive, but creates in him a 
nothingness. Buck and Rizzo 
fight it, and lose.

ANOTHER OF ROCK’S greats 
is unknown except in rock cir¬ 
cles, Joe McDonald of Country 
Joe and the Fish. Often 
described as America’s most 
versatile group, the Fish also 
have America’s most versatile 
writer and performer. His 
haunting melodies and protest 
lyrics linger with all who love 
solid rock. His hard rock love 
lyrics contrast sharply with his 
butterfly ballads, but both come 
from his versatile hand and 
amazing mind. Joe McDonald’s 
Fish are the next big group with 
chart crashing credentials. 

So far there are only those 
writers who write for consump¬ 
tion. The innovators have been 
left for last. 

PERHAPS THE GREATEST 
innovation of the decade has 
been brought about by a virtually 
unknown writer musician. Doug 
Ingle, leader of the Iron Butter¬ 
fly, miraculously combined 
hard rock, deep lyrics, and 
flittering depression to dis¬ 
cover a new dimension in rock—

AMERICA HAS ONE more 
truly great innovator. Frank 
Zappa, creator of Straight Re¬ 
cords, President of Bizarre 
Inc., and leader of the Mothers 
of Invention, has been described 
as genius, sophomore, ugly, 
dirty, and unsociable. In turn, 
Zappa has described Americans 
as lame, plastic, chocolate, and 
drunks. 

Frank Zappa writes for him¬ 
self. He experiments to the 
public—whether they make It 
or not. 

ACTUALLY, FRANCIS VIN¬ 
CENT Zappa Is a genius In 
the best form of the word. 
His brilliant contributions to 
the music field have not gone 
unnoticed by any means, but 
are unheard of in backward 
lands like the east and mid¬ 
south. Musical scholars have

turned all eyes on his work, 
but have not always found It. 
Zappa’s work is as erratic 
as it is beautiful. 

Underneath all the put-ons 
and satirical stands is real 
music. Music much like the 
Beatles’ work In that it Is 
very complex. 

AN ardent FAN of Edgar 
Varese, Zappa is making money 
at his work. He has gone inde¬ 
pendent. 

Last spring, Zappa spoke at 
UT-Knoxville as a part of the 
Man and His Environment lect¬ 
ure series. 

AS HE EXPLAINED his music 
and its meaning, he captured 
an overflow crowd with his bril¬ 
liant words, though he was 
sometimes forced into a corner 
by the complete command. 


He was respected. Everyone 
wanted him to be. 

The 29-year old Zappa has 
now disbanded America’s best 
group. The Mothers of Inven¬ 
tion, five years great, are gone. 

"I GOT TIRED of playing 
for people who clap for all the 
wrong reasons,” he said. 
"Those kids wouldn’t know 
music if it came up and bit 
’em on the ass.” 

Francis Vincent Zappa Isn’t 
gone though. His connections 
In the rock music field keep 
him busy, and who knows, may¬ 
be the next year will see Zappa 
shape it into a musical one. 
Not bubble gum or greasy 
ballads, but real music.
